DXCC Honor Roll in a Lifetime 


Achieving DXCC Honor Roll status is granted to DXCC members that need fewer 

than ten entities confirmed. Totals do not include credit for deleted entities. In 

the early Eighties, the total number of countries was around 315. As DXCC 

country criteria have been updated to reflect changing world conditions, a col- 

lection of new countries emerged over the following two decades. The collapse of the Iron Curtain also 
created several new countries and erased others. 


The data points in this narrative were derived from ClubLog statistics, ARRL archives, the DX Magazine 
and Bernie McClenny, W3UR DX reports. 


There are now 340 current entities and almost 60 deleted entities. In total, almost 400 countries have 
been workable since World War Il. 


But how relevant is that to DXers who are wrapping their first DXCC applications today? 


Since 1980, on average, almost one new entity has been added to the DXCC list annually, and one is de- 
leted roughly every third year. Anyone that hasn't been active for about a decade will slide down the HR 
and eventually drop off as new entities are added. 


On the other hand, many of us old-timers had access to dozens of deleted countries that current DXers 
will never have the opportunity to work. 


The effect of the ongoing addition of new countries is clearly visible. Stations that reached their pinnacle 
long ago have subsequently slid down and are no longer on the HR. Recent arrivals are generally still 
quite close to their best scores. 


Here is a brief sample of some of the additions, deletions and changes to the DXCC entity list that reflect 
its willingness to adapt to a changing world: 


Peter | Island 3Y was added 1987-01-25. 
Malyj Vysotskij 4J (later RLM) and 3D2 Rotuma were added in May 1989. 


East Germany Y2 was deleted on October 2, 1990. North and South Yemen were deleted on May 21, 
1990 and Yemen 70 was added on May 22, 1990. Conway Reef 3D2, Banaba T33 and Walvis Bay ZS9 
were also added during 1990. 


Eritrea E3 was reactivated on May 24, 1991. Penguin Island ZS1 was added in 1991-09. Abu Ail was 
deleted on March 30, 1991. 
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With the breakup of Yugoslavia, several countries were created. Credit was given later, as it became 
clear how the countries would be divided. Official start dates were: Croatia 9A and Slovenia S5 on 
June 26, 1991; Macedonia Z3 on September 8, 1991; Bosnia-Herzegovina E7 (was T9 for a short time) 
on October 15, 1991. Czechoslovakia OK-OM was deleted on December 31, 1992 to make room for 
the Czech Republic OK and Slovakia OM on January 1, 1993. 


Pratas BV9P was added on January 1, 1994. Penguin Islands ZSO and Walvis Bay ZS9 were deleted on 
February 28, 1994. South Sudan STO was deleted on December 31, 1994. 


Scarborough Reef BS7 was added on January 1,1995. North Korea P5 was added on May 14, 1995. 
Temotu H40, Austral FO and Marquesas FO were added on April 1, 1998. 
Palestine E4 was added to the list on February 1, 1999. 


Timor Leste 4W and Chesterfield Island FK were added to the list on March 1, 2000 and March 23, 
2000 respectively. 


Ducie Island VP6 was added to the list on November 16, 2001. 


Between 2006 and 2008, only three new countries were added. October 2010 provided an unprece- 
dented spurt of excitement, when two entities were deleted, and four new ones were created. After 
a process of several years, the Netherlands Antilles were reorganized under new forms of govern- 
ment. The two previous entities, consisting of the northern and southern groups, were deleted and 
four new entities created. The four new entities caused several inactive DXers to fall off the Honor 
Roll. 


Another type of shakeup happened in July 2009, when the ARRL suddenly deleted credits for FR/G/ 
FH4EC, a Glorioso Island expedition which had been granted more than 20 years before. 


A few weeks later, the ARRL unexpectedly granted credit for the 701YGF operation in April 2000. 


A few weeks later, FISGA opened up from Glorioso and granted DXCC credit, allowing several DXers 
to reassume their Honor Roll positions. 


South Sudan's independence in July 2011 resulted in another addition to the DXCC list in August. 
There is a deleted country called South Sudan, with the prefix STO; there is now another current enti- 
ty called South Sudan, with the prefix Z8. The number of entities became 341. The first station that 
became active from the new South Sudan was STOR. 


On March 29, 2016, Kingman Reef (KH5K) was deleted, reducing the number of current entities to 
339. 


Montenegro 40 was added to the list on 2006-06-28. Swain Island KH8 was added to the list on July 
22, 2006. 


St Barthelemew FJ was added to the list on December 14, 2007. 


Two countries were deleted in the Netherlands Antilles and replaced by four new countries in the 
Dutch Caribbean on October 10, 2010. South Sudan Z8 became independent and was added to the 
DXCC list on July 14, 2011. 


During 2012, M-V Island (R1M) was deleted after Finland's lease on the island expired. The number of 
entities became 340. 
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KH4 and Kure KH7K were deleted on March 31, 2017, bringing the number of current entities to 337. 
A few weeks later, they were undeleted, returning the number of entities to 339. 


On January 21, 2018, the Republic of Kosovo Z6 was added to the DXCC list, returning the current 
count to 340 where it remains today. 


Of the 340 current DXCC entities, 12 are pretty much unworkable due to the political situation (P5, BS7H, 
BV9P, EZ and YK), the local military (CEOX, YVO, PYOS), and conservation restrictions (FT5/W, KH3, FT/G, 
ZL9). Another 4 are geographically inaccessible (3Y/B, 3Y/P, VP8S, VKOH). 


According to multiple sources (including my own humble experiences), the 25 “Most Wanted” entities

Like Peter 1 Island and Bouvet Island, Heard Island is 
a tough nut to crack. Logistics and sky-high charter 
costs may make future operations extremely diffi- 
cult. 
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What does this mean for the fledgling (and most non-Honor Roll) DXers? Achieving Honor Roll status 
is hard and getting harder. It is truly a life-long endeavor. Politics, conservation efforts, cash, Covid, 
logistics, age (of prominent DXpeditioners) and other factors are getting in the way. If you don’t 
have some of the toughest ones today, you may be in for a long, long wait before making the Honor 
Roll. 


Finally, unless the DPRK/P5 situation changes dramatically, getting to the #1 spot on the Honor Roll 
is out of the question for the foreseeable future.
